His timing was perfect, and his meaning un­ 
mistakable when he uttered these words: 
*T think this is as good a time as any to 
twminate speculation on my political attitude. 
In 
assuming the office of secretary of state, at least 
It is my understanding that the office Is non­ 
political. 
I will never become involved in political 
matters. 
I therefore cannot be considered as a 
candidate for any political office. ” 
Hasty reading by the public may sacrifice the 
full import of General M arshall’s words. 
It is 
found not only in his declaration of a desire to be 
specific and emphatic against any mention of his 
name in political matters and that he never could 
be drafted for any political office, but more par- 
tieiilarly in the statement that he at least has the 
understanding that the office (of secretary of state) 
“ it non-poUtical.” 
Other distinguished Americans, 
who have served in the same capacity, may have 
eyed their responsibilities in the same spirit but 
no American secretary of state has put it so bluntly 
and so Irrevocably in words. It should be of infinite 
aid to him in the labors that he takes up. A t least 
General M arshall has spiked the guns of the 
W herrys and of other repubUcan politicians In ad­ 
vance.

He explained that voluntary ad­ 
mission would not tend to over­ 
crowd hospitals, but would lessen 
the number of patients at any'one 
time because of the turnover of 
those cured leaving rather than 
spending the rest of their lives in 
the institution. 
Several of the patients in the 
Hastings hospital were transferred 
there from Lincoln when the hos­ 
pital w'as built 53 years ago, he 
said. 
He said that many patient<< 
have been there 25 to 50 years. 
Early treatment of their illness 
could have cured a great many of 
the patients, he said. 
Therapeutic Treatment. 
Rev. James Webb urged passage 
of the bill in order that emphasis 
could be placed on therapeutic 
treatment rather than on incar­ 
ceration and restraint.

Would Ban Smoking In Bed. 
The committee also held a hear­ 
ing on L B 75 introduced by Sen.

When introduced, the bill 
provided for a $1,000 fine, but at 
the request of the introducer, it 
was changed to fines of from $50 
to $500,
